GERMAN AIR RAID OVER LONDON DOES WORST DAMAGE 


DURING WAR; 534 CASUALITIES INCLUDE MANY WOMEN 


Women, Children and Poor Among This ClOCk TJCkS "Victory 


Ninty-Seven Killed 


15 PLANES AND ALL ESCAPE BUT ONE 


Drop Many Bombs in Business Section of London—437 


Wounded—Attack Heaviest London Has Ever Suffered 
From Raid—Damage Small in Money—People Curious 
and Stand in Streets Till Ordered to Seek Shelter. 
London, England, June 13.—In a swift and deadly raid on the 


city of London today German airplanes took a heavy toll in killed 
and wounded. One plane Avas brought down. Other planes were 
attacked but so far as it is known at present by far the heaviest losses 
occurred in London. 


At a late hour tonight the casualties as officially announced num- 


bered 534, including 97 killed and 437 wounded. Fifty-five men met 
death and 223 men were wounded. Sixteen women and 26 children 
were killed and 122 women and 94 children were wounded. 


The German squadron consisted of about 15 machines and the

STATE WILL NOT TAX 


CITIES TO EXCESS 


SAGE TELLS MAYORS SO; WANTS 


HORSE VEHICLES TAXED 


Buffalo, June 12.—At the banquet 


given here tonight by the citizens of 
Buffalo to the state conference 
of 


mayors and other city officials, Sena- 
tor Henry M. Sage, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, expressed 
the belief that the cities need have no 
fear that the sta,te in looking for ad- 
ditional sources of revenue will crip- 
ple them. He assured the city officials 
that the state realizes the necessity of 
the ease, has a distinctly feltow feeling 
for the cities, and will not Intention- 
ally enrroach on their preserves. 


"For the past few years, said Sena- 


tor Sage, "the State's policy has been 
to divide with the cities in every case 
where both state and city seemed to 
have a common interest in the source 
of revenue. 
There is, however, one 


instance where I do not believe in the 
division, viz. the automobile tax. 
I 


feel that the theory behind this tax 
is that the automobiles are paying for 
a part of the injury which they do 
to the roads. 
If this is true all the 


money collected from the automobiles 
.should be spent on the roads which 
they have injured". 


"All 
of this money should go to the 


state to be spent for the upkeep of the 
state and county highways and a small 
wheel tax should be imposed on all 
who use the roads with horse drawn 
vehicles. This is a reasonable and Just 
tax and would, I believe, remove any 
real objection to the automobile tax 
even if the tax were Increased to a 
point where the users of the highway 
practically paid the expense of their 
upkeep. 


"As to the state's future sources of 


revenue, I believe first that each year 
a direct tax should be imposed only 
for the purpose of our interest and 
sinking 
fund 
requirements. 
This 


would act as a check on the people 
voting large bond Issues 
whenever 


they have a chance. 
With thi« as a 


neat egg our present soures of rev- 
enue are sufficient for a time if the 
new corporation* income tax 
fulfils; 


expectations. For the future and the 
very near future 1 absolutely believe 
in an income tax and I am particular- 
ly in favor of the new corporation in- 
come tax because it is a lon^ step to- 
ward that end." 


Cornelius M. Burns, mayor of Troy 


and president of the conference, pre- 
sided at the opening session today. 


Mayor "Walter R. Stone of Syracuse 


submitted the report of the commit- 
tee on food supply. 
The committee, 


ho said, has co-operated with 
the 


state department of education in a 
vacant lot garden campaign and he 
added reports from all parts of the 
state show that in practically every 
city a vigorous campaign to put vacant 
land under cultivation has started and 
Is succeeding. To help solve the prob- 
lems of distribution this committee 
urged that each city as soon as practi- 
cable establish a department of mar- 
kets.

Accompanied By Hit Seven-Year-Old 


Brother Who Could Not 8»«re Ulna 
—Xo One Near to Render Ate!—Po- 
lice Mako Vnsufoessful Attempt to 
Find Body 
Mother Broken Up- 


Standing on the diked bank of the 


"Strawberry" swimming hole on the 
Susquehanna river, about » quarter of 
a nule above the Main street bridfe, 
Stanley Rock, eight years old, was 
preparing to plunge into the water' 
shortly before 2 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when the ruthing stream, 
swollen by the recent rains, under- 
iii:ned the rocks on which he stood 
and with them swept him down the 
stream. 


According to the story told by his 


seven-year-old brother, Carlyle, the 
only one who was with him at the 
time, Stanley, although he was a crip- 
ple and could not make free us KI his 
right leg. and though unable to swim, 
was bound that he would teach him- 
self. 
So the older boy stripped and 


threw his clothes on the bank, after 
which he slipped around behind a. 
bush out of sight of the younger boy. 
AVhen he had been gone for a few 
minutes, the younger fellow went to 
see how he was getting along-, but 
couH not find him. He searched 
around the bush and then looked out 
on the river just in time to see his 
brother's body bob to the surface of 
the water beyond his reach and float 
ilu^n stream. 


No one was anywhere around to 


render aid and 
the 
seven-year-old 


child, not realizing the danger his 
brother was in, made no efforts to 
reach him, but picking- up his clothes 
strolled along the banlt following the 
body. 


Just about 2 o'clock Mrs. E. L. Hall, 


with her neighbor, Mrs. Lester Green, 
was driving her buggy over 
Main 


street bridge. Chancing to glance up 
the river, she called her companion's 
attention to a floating object and re- 
marked that it looked like a child's 
body. 
Then as it floated nearer, it 


•was found to be a, boy's naked body, 
drifting head first down the river. 


Mrs. Green jumped from the car- 


riage and ran to the west end of the 
bridge to get a better view, but by the 
time she reached there It had either 
sunk or had been carried beyond the 
bend. At the same time, the two wo- 
men noticed Carlyle calmly walking 
along the bank. 


E. D- Lewis just then drew up in 


his automobile and upon learning the 
circumstances, 
found 
Officer 
Ellis 


Brown and informed him. 
The offi- 


cer phoned to police headquarters and 
set the wires going, notifying towns 
as far as Sidney to be on the watch 
for the drifting body. He then pro- 
ceeded to the lower bridge, to watch. 
In the meantime the other members of 
the police scoured both banks of the 
river until late in the aftsrnoon with- 
out success. Because of the swiftness 
of the river it could not be dragged 
nor could a net be stretched across to 
intercept the body. The body had not 
been found late last night. 


Neighbors notified the mother of 


the boy, Jlrs. Carrnie r.ock, at her 
home at US Burnside avenue, who was 
very much upset by the news. The boy 
is survived, besides his brother, Car- 
lyle, and his mother, b. his father, 
Carmie Rock, and another brother, 
llamfovcl. agyrl 11 years.

SEEK TO RECOVER $2,300 


SUIT OF CLA1U5XCE F. B \KKIl 


AUAIX9T COJfRAD YACEJb TO 


END TODAY. 


Cose Involving Many Novel Features 


on Trial This Week lit Cooperstown 
Iscfore Judge Kiley and a Jury. 
It is expected that the suit of Clar- 


ence F. Baker against Conrad Yagel 
to recover i2,300 for breach of con- 
tract, which has been on trial all this 
week before Justice Kiley and a jury, 
will be finished and given to the Jury 
about noon today. 
The case is ba.«ed 


upon a claim of damages, it being al- 
leged that the plaintiff had a lease 
of the store formerly occupied by the 
Baker's French shop with IVt years 
yet to run when the fire occurred, 
since which time the Baker's have 
been unable to secure the property, 
according 
to 
their evidence. The 


claim is for the difference between the 
rental price fixed in the lease and 
the sum for which the store could 
have been re-leased for the period 
named. It is claimed that Mr. Baker 
had a tenant ready to take over tne 
lease at an increased rental and that 
he suffered 
a 
loss in the amount 


claimed. The defendant alleges that 
the plaintiff dllberately damaged the 
building and voluntarily surrendered 
the lease. There are many 
difficult 


problems involved in the action and 
the case is attracting no little interest. 


The plaintiff is represented by City 


Attorney Owen C. Becker with Judge 
Willis of Cooperstown assisting- while 
the defendant Is represented by George 
L. Bockes with lion. William H. John- 
son of counsel. 
On the direct evi- 


dence the plaintiff swore some seven 
witnesses and the defendant some 20 
witnesses. 
Later 
in 
rebuttal 
the 


plaintiff offered the evidence of about 
a dozen more witnesses. Both sides 
have finished their direct evidence and 
last e\enmg when court adjourned 
Mrs. Baker was on the stand in re- 
buttal for the plaintiff. 
It is thought 


that the case will be finished by noon 
today and at the latest it will be guen 
to the jury shortly after noon. 


The defense appears to be relying 


upon the fire which occurred in the 
store of the plaintiff as justification for 
refusal 
longer 
to 
permit 
him 
to 


occupy the building, although other 
defenses are set up in the answer. Tn» 
case has attracted about 40 people 
from the city to the county seat dur- 
ing the \\eek. 
Much of the evidence 


of the plaintiff has been as to the 
rental value of the store while the de- 
fendant has had much evidence of a 
more or less pertinent character rela- 
tive to the fire.
